number of insects present the 
in­ 
creased yields more than pays 
for 
the expenses of the methods of con­ 
trol involved. 
The damage of 
insects 
affects 
more than the yield. The quality of 
the product itself is often injured. 
In the case of cotton the length of 
the staple may be decreased or tht 
lint may become stained by excre­ 
ments. Another item seldom 
taken 
into consideration is the delay of an 
early crop. If the first fruit that 
appears is destroyed by the insect j 
the crop necessarily takes a longer 
period of time to 
mature 
fruit; ^ 
hence the cost of producing 
that 
individual crop becomes higher 
as 
the period of time that 
the 
crop 
must be cared for is longer.

MONEY IN THE BANK 


It is widely argu ed that there is 
to o mu ch mo ney in the 
banks. 
De­ 
p o sits are at ex tremely high lev els. 
Billio ns o f do llars o f cap ital are ly ing 
idle, and p erfo rm ing little o r no p ro ­ 
du ctiv e serv ice to the co u ntry . 
In the light o f this, it is a v ery 
easy thing to tu rn o ne’s ire lo o se o n 
bankers and banking— and to lay at 
their do o rs mu ch o f the resp o nsibility 
fo r co ntinu ed do ldru ms in indu stry . 
It’s easy — bu t it’s inaccu rate. 
The p eo p le with mo ney 
in 
the 
banks, and the bankers who se re­ 
sp o nsibility is to p reserv e and p ro ­ 
tect it, are no less eager to p u t cap ­ 
ital to wo rk than y o u are. Fro m 
the 
banker’s p o int o f v iewr, 
the 
mo re 
so u nd lo ans he can make the better 
— th a t’s the o nly way he can earn a 
p ro fit fo r his bank, and bu ild u p his 
co mmu nity so that his bank to o may 
gro w. Bu t the fly in the o intment lies 
in the increasing difficu lties p laced 
in the way o f making so u nd lo ans— 
difficu lties largely o f p o litical o rigin. 
The wo rld o f indu stry no w liv es in 
a state o f chao s. It is believ ed o n o ne 
hand by ex cessiv e and gro wing tax es. 
It is p lagu ed o n the o ther with 
re­ 
strictiv e legislatio n which is inimical 
to inv estment, to p ro gress, to 
su b­ 
stantial emp lo y ment. It is threatened 
co ntinu ally with mo re “ ex p eriments.” 
And the inev itable resu lt is less and 
less stability — and less and less ro o m 
fo r making adeq u ately secu red lo ans 
fo r indu strial p u rp o ses o n which eco ­ 
no mic dev elo p ment dep ends. 
Tax p o licies which take mo st o f 
the p ro fit o u t o f su ccessfu l u nder­ 


ta king s, lea v ing 
the ba cker to abso rb 
all the lo ss if they fa il, plus a g en­ 
eral legislativ e p o licy a nta g o nistic to 
o u r traditio nal sy stem o f 
priv a te en­ 
terp rise, do es no t make fo r 
wide­ 
sp read lo ans o r inv estments, pa rticu­ 
larly if dep o sito rs’ fu nds 
a re to 
be 
p ro tected.— Indu strial News.

Railroad Line, Distinguish Austin 


(By Gene Leglcr— Austin lim e s) 
The sun may shine every day in 
California 
and Florida, 
but 
the 
moon shines every night in Austin, 
Texas. 
This “artificial moonlight” comes 
from 29 towers that dot the city— 
each triangular 
cast 
iron 
towei 
standing 165 feet high with a clus­ 
ter of 
six 
blue 
mercury 
vapor 
lights producing 9,000 
candlepowei 
at its top. 
About 1894, the city decided that 
it 
needed 
street 
lights, 
Tower 
lighting 
by 
municipalities 
was 
quite prevalent then and 
it 
was 
easier to light a large area 
with 
one tower light than to attem pt to 
erect street lights in areas that wen 
unpaved, 
hilly 
and 
undevelui ed, 
where street> were rough and travel- 


Standing within 100 feet of a tower, 
to be struck by lightning. 
From an 
efficiency 
standpoint, 
the lights are expensive to operate. 
Street 
lights 
would illuminate a 
greater area for the same 
amount 
of candle power that each tower pro­ 
duces. 
Other cities that built them 
when electricity was first used for 
lighting, have since removed them 
for various reasons — inefficiency 
being one of them. Austin citizens 
have always felt, however, that the 
lights were a real attraction, had 
considerable advertising 
value, and 
added much to the beauty of tin 
city at night.
